Company has 
changed its name 
to “Canadian 
Pacific Express 


the world, and the Dominion 
Express had established a name in 
financial and transportation circles 
that was universally honored. The 
change was made, Mr. Stout said, 
in the hope that in other countries 
where the name and services of the 
Canadian Pacific are better known 
and more extensively advertised and 
where, to a very large extent, the 
credit of Canada is one with that of 
the parent transportation system, 
such good-will as is held by the rail 
and steamship company will reflect to 
the advantage of the express com¬ 
pany. 

Mr. Stout and his few assistants 
had a hard up-hill fight in those early 
days. It is interesting to know that 
the president of a large express com¬ 
pany in' the United States turned 
down an opportunity to place his 
service on the Canadian Pacific 
because, in his opinion, the railway 
would shortly go under the auction¬ 
eer’s hammer' 

The new express company had not 
only to move traffic but to help create 
it. In those days the management 
was a free agent in naming rates. At 
that time, it was possible to and the 
company did make low rates to en¬ 
courage the farmer, the fruit grower 
and the fisherman without great 
regard for the cost or the profit of the 
moment. It was also free from the 
necessity of extending unprofitable 
rates to others not requiring them, 
and had power to withdraw unpro¬ 
fitable rates when they had served

Van Horne, later Sir William, then

with W. S. Stout, a very young

An experiment was ^condheted 
at the Scott Experimental Farm 
in 1925 for 119 day ja|ii and 
repeated in 1926 for a 9^per¬ 
iod in which a home n^^^^eal 
compared with eol^HBbi}* 
product known as RoycilTfi^te 
Calf Meal. About 12 hours before 
feeding the home made meal the 
desired quantity was i steeped in 
b oiling waiter and added to the 
milk just before feeding. The 
home made meal was made up of 
2 partss oats, 2 parts corn and 1 
part ffax; all finely ground, and 
the quantity fed varied from 1 
ounce to on e pound per day div¬ 
ided into 2 feeds the quantity de¬ 
pending upon the age of the calf. 
The commercial meal was fed ac¬ 
cording to instructions supplied. 
The cost of the home made meal 
was 2.54 per hundred and the 
cost of the commercial meal was 
5.75 per hundred. 

One lot of calves received the 
home made meal and a similar 
lot received the commercial meal- 
Other feeds were the same to each 
lot consisting: of good clean hay 
and a mixture -of 2 parts whole

The world’s greatest centre of 
alsike seed prc/ductitcnl is probably 
Victoria oountry in the province 
of Ontario. 

Heretofore red clover seeds 
have not been grown as extensive¬ 
ly as they should have been- 
Northern varieties - of red clover 
do not give large yields of seed 
as compared with southern clov¬ 
ers- Twenty to thlfcy cents per 
pound imlay. be required: to attract 
Canadian, farmers tloi the produc¬ 
tion ,of red clover seed, whereas 
the farmers of Italy, Chili, and 
■othernl southern countries may ac¬ 
quire wealth in the production of 
red clover seed at from twelve to 
fifteen cts- per pound.
